TELEPATHY 


"I think all of you sitting here are aware of the power of the 
mind. You know of that activity called Telepathy. Which means 
communicating at a distance. But because you also know there 
is no distance, everything is in the here and now, you are 
sending your concentrated prayers right around yourself. This 
cight-around yourself is all spaces, all times.

He 
can, by concentrated thought become what I like to call a Big 
Eye. You know like I have said in my talk, I'm a Big Mouth? 
And when I listen I'm a Big Ear. 1 speak of the Real Self that 
talks, feels, hears, is. 


"Physical body has channels which are counterparts of what is 
called the other levels of consciousness. From the actual, so 
called, to that state of Oneness sometimes thought of as Nir- 
Vana. 


"This which you see here is physical world communication. Its 
ways, the use of words, tones, sounds, belongs here. Starting 
beyond the world of matter words are not spoken with the mouth. 
They are thoughts. They are feelings. Wwe have said in the past, 
and perhaps you have heard others mention it, there is only one 
part of the human survives the death of its physical body.

So, if you said sex continues beyond the phy- 
sical world, but, in a different manner than it does here; howe 
ever, when a being in the Lower Astral world wants to communicate 
sexually with a living person, he can create the organs for that 
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purpose and function through it, just as well as he did when on 
earth. And there is a great deal more of this going on than most 
human beings realise. 


ROMANTIC DREAMS, FOR THE IMMATURE 


"To most of us, as we come up and up in the physical world -- in 
what you call time -- we are conditioned to a variety of thoughts 
and feeling regarding our nature. Most of these thoughts have 
tinges of the romantic on them; so we come to look at much of our 
life in a dreamy sort of romantical manner. We create thoughts 
and ideas about things that do not exist in these things in them- 
selves. 


"When one stops and thinks about life seriously he loses this ro- 
mantic attitude that belongs only in the child-like mind. We 

who seek life sincerely; we want truths; we want facts, no matter 
what they are. With this kind of thinking we also realise that in 
the beginning we will be repulsed very often from life. We will 
think how true, and how very merciless and cruel life is. How un- 
thoughtful are the human beings. The endless suffering that his 
physical body goes through at one time or another". 


"We sometimes think that life has no regard for the individual. 
This, if carried too far, drives us to some form of escape, hoping 
we can elude that monstrous being called pain. But if we look 
around us at life, truly look at things, we find there is no 
thought in nature which can free an individual from that which is 
called pain.

By GEORGE SIMOR R 
“When I pushed the button on my 
home movie camera and aimed it 
at the night sky, I never dreamed 
of filming a Flying Saucer,” Ellis E. 
_Matthews told The ENQUIRER. 
On a clear spring evening in 1968, 
Matthews stood on the back porch of 
his home in Alberton, Seuth Australia, 
and unknowingly photographed what 
reputable UFO experts believe was an 
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PHOTOGRAPHIC PROOF OF UFO: Holding intermediate blowup of filmstrips, 
viczky verifies that they show UFO. Inset at top right is 1,000-times enl 


interplanetary spaceship hovering 
about a mile from the lens of Mat- 
thews’ 8mm Bolex movie camera. 

Matthews. a 37-year-old building 
contractor, attached no significance to 
his activities on the night he shot the 
UFO on color film -- and so is uncer- 
tain of the exact date and hour of his 
strange sighting, 

If was months later that the film 
was processed and the amazing im- 
ages of a luminous, portholed Fiving 
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Major Colman Vonke- 
argement showing spaceship. 


Saucer turned up on 52 frames of the 
reel.’

THE INCREDIBLE IGNORANCE OF THE CHRISTIANS 


“You do not live in a dead universe. Can you possibly imagine 
a little blob of light in one corner of the tens of billions 
and billions and billions of bodies in space?"

Yada: "The Christians have the other thing (laughter) problem. 
1 dont mean to be sarcastic but I say only what I know to be 
the truth! This is a fact. They are talking out of their con- 
_ditioned mind. They do not know. They making snide remarks 
about things they know nothing a about, and yet the things that 
they believe in are so incredible that any thinking human being 
could accept them =~- that how do they have the nerve to make | 
the same criticism of somebody else? 


"You know. I speak from what I know to be true, and there is 
life in some form, in all forms, everywhere throughout all the 
existing worlds." 


He: ‘Seen and unseen." 


Yada: "Seen and unseen. In the big planets that are largely ice, 
floating ice mountains, there is life, some of it a very low form 
of life -- but who is to say what's low and what's high? 


“Life is life. Some forms of it, to those of us. who understand 
degrees of what is called intelligence, is intelligent. But 
even when we do not understand the real meaning of that word, 

or the scope of it, we still know that it would be impossible to 
have one little body -- a very small one at that -- called the 
earth, off in one outside rim of a galactic system, containing 
the only intelligent life? 


THE POWER OF NEGATIVE THINKING 


"Man's belief in his Gods, or a God if you wish, has led him to 
this sort of negative thinking. He seeks to belittle himself. 
He has both sadistic and masochistic feelings regarding himself. 
This is because of his conditioning, wherein this conditioning 
has led him to the desire for self-punishment. "I am nothing. 
I am a sinner. The only greatness in life is my God, or my 
Gods. Me, as a human, is nothing. Nothing from nothing. The 
only way I can become a little bit of something is by doing what 
my Gods tell me I must do. But because I cannot possibly com- 
prehend God, I do not know what to do. And so I do nithing. 
I'm afraid that if I do something, uh uh, I'm in trouble, with 
my God.' 


"But my friends, surely this cannot be an intelligent being 

who is the Creator. These are lost people. They are lost in 
the darkness of ignorance! Of memory. If God's creation is so 
vast and so great how is it that they have made it so small and 
such a nothing? Does that please their God? 


"Yes. There is that civilization you speak of, and there are 
others at the bottom of the sea, and some artifacts deep in the 
earth, or under the walls, buried under tons of ice at the Poles, 
both North and South. 


"Man is truly hoary with age, beyond his greatest dreams." 


He: "Yada, you mentioned that the archaeologists, anthropolo- 
gists would find relics of civilizations e.e What will 
this do to Darwin's theory of evolution?" 


Yada: "Hit it on the head! (Laughter) Put it to sleep. Some 
beings on your earth have been seeded here from other planets, 
other solar systems and other galactic systems, as well as with- 
in your galactic system. These have learned that the speed of 
light is not the fastest motion, but rather the speed of thought, 
the speed of feeling. ‘I will myself’ to this or that point in 
space.

the speed of feeling. I am. In that instant, I am. 


OUR OX=CART SPACE PROGRAM 


"To be sure, you are going into space very deep. Right now 
you are making only Little probes, taking what you call body _ 
stuffs, like many peoples did moving across your country with 
ox-carts and big wagons.

If you could just get out 
of it, that would be -- " 


Yada: "That's all right too because it will still be returned 
to you. Somewhere along the Path you will take it up again. 
Because why, because you cannot lose energy; so you cannot lose 
matter. 


She: ‘It is better to take it with you if you can, though, isn't 
TEV 


Yada: "If you can. It is not really better; it is just that it 
is sometimes a loss if we have become attached to our physical 
structure -- that we not leave it lying around for somebody else 
to misuse. You have heard of the zombie and the practices of 
making zombies? These are not hypnotized people as your modern 
man, who calls himself a scientist, believes. You see any zombie 
believes, but he doesn't know.

"Now let us take somewhere, we go back to the, what you call 
the UFOs people. Can you imagine -- now I ask you if you can, 
you tell me if you can, please -- can you imagine some of these 
ships, the sizes being sometimes as big as a planet?

What 
dees it do to their, to their thinking?" 


Yada: "Makes them miserable. They want to cry. Often they 
cry out to God, ‘Dont do this to me!‘ (Chuckles) Or I'll 
stop you from being God.’ Hah, hah, hah." 


HIGH ALTITUDE, HIGH SPEED CANADIAN GEESE 


He. "This is interesting. They keep bringing it up because it 
is kind of amusing. When the military were allowed to say what 
it was -- this was quite a long time ago, they had asked the 
people what the objects were they contacted.

Yada: "It's to the navel." 
He: "That's correct." 


Yada: "Now, see what happens when we sever this cord for the 
mother -- or perhaps she can do it herself. You're on your 
own! Hah, hah. Here you are all safe -- you thought -- in 
her body, in mother ' s body; but all around you were all kinds 
of dangers. It's dangerous to come into the world. The moment 
you sever that cord between you and your mother you are on your 
OWTL.

THE BLESSING OF THE VEIL OF IGNORANCE 
Yada: "That is right." 


She: "And we cant remember.” 


Yada: "That is right. Every thing gets dene but you cannot 

know how you did it; because, it would confuse your daily life. 

It has enough confusion in it already. I am against, if anything, 
telling people certain things of life because I know they are 

not ready to handle these things. Not that they will do, or you 
will do, anything that is evil or wrong. Wrong only where you 
would be in danger, in danger of your daily, physical life. 


"You see what I mean, please? There are many, many peoples 
mentally deranged. There daily iife is cut off. They have 
none.

He: "Yes." 

Yada: "This is putting your mind on one object, for two-three 
minutes. blotting out all other objects or thoughts is the most 
difficult thing, especially for modern man, to accomplisn. How 


do you suppose some peoples have become vastly wealthy with 
money?" 


He: "Because they concentrated on gathering money.” 
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Yada: "That is right. That is all they ever thought of. 

It was the uppermost in everything they did. That takes a 
great deal of attention, of centering the thoughts; and un- 
less you are capable of this, you are just not going to be 
able to accomplish it. 


THE ABILITY TO DEMATERIALIZE 


"It takes days, first, of hourly practice of concentration 
to where you feel yourself not in the body, not of the body.

"Now at first, you may not take the body with you. The power 
of concentration may be strong but not that strong, strong 
enough - to project a body, I mean do it automatically, to will 
it so.

"You can will another to come to you, not only in the astral 
body but will them physically." 


She: "Is that a correct thing to do though? It seems to me 
that's kind of interfering with someone else." 


Yada: "Of course it is. This is why the teachers of the Inner 
Powers refrain from teaching these things.

You 
need but to concentrate. Keep out other thoughts. Your Chris- 
tian Bible is saying: "I am the Lord, thy God. Have no other 
Gods before me. I am a jealous God. And this is the truth. 
You turn your attention to that „Li you do not want. You are 
worshipping other gods; and you will see how jealous the real 
one is; because you will not get what you want. 


"If you send out a thought, with any hope of it being received 
consciously, there must be a purpose. To do it just to be doing 
it will get you nowhere and will bring you much trouble, , Purpose, 
that's what life itself is created out of, purpose That's why 
no part of creation is by chance, by some whimsical attitude of 
mature or Christian god, 


“Love yourself. Guard yourself with love and others around you 
will see your light and follow you. You want to say something 
to me? 


She: "Yada?" 
Yada: ‘Yes?" 
She: ‘Would you talk a little bit about the sun spots?" 


Yada: "At the present time your sun is having considerable of 
them, yes?"

In view of the Yada's reference to Houdini on page 21, 
and the great Escape Artist's magical ability, we thought you 
readers would be interested in Houdini's own comments on the | 
subject from the other side of the Veil. These are contained 
in an article originally published in our Round Robin journal, 
the January-February 1960 issue. It was a news item in the 
Nov. lst, 1959 Los Angeles "Times" that stirred us to pull. the 
material together from our files. The news item was about the 
annual ceremony conducted by professional, stage magicians, in 
which they endeavor to invoke the spirit of Houdini on the anni- 
versary of his passing, Oct. 31st, 1926. Aside from the usual 
difficulties of getting a specific message from a specific human 
on a specific date after he has passed on, the impossibility of 
getting anything from Houdini will become clear as you read the 
article. 


THE PURGATORY OF HARRY HOUDINI 


By Riley Crabb 


October 31st has come and gone and the psychic racketeers have gone throug 
their annual, sillyceremony of unsuccessfully evoking the shade of escape ar- 
tist Harry Houdini. He died on that date in 1926. A new biography of Houdini 
was issued thie year and without reading it one can guess that it contains a 
rehash of the same old mterial explanations of Houdini's super-normal escapes, 
as Well as nauseating praise for his crusade to expose all mediums as fakes. 


Two of our Associates, Wing Anderson of Los Angeles, and Rev. Horace 
Cronk of St. Paul, are in possession of material relating to Houdini's after- 
death adjustments. After reviewing the Reverend Cronk's contacts with the re- 
pentant escape artist during a series of seances in St. Paul in the 19:0s, I 
thovght a brief review of the case from the occult side would be of iInteresk, 


Some of the facts pertinent to the last few months of Houdini's life, his 
passing, and the receipt of a coded message from him to his suill-living wife 
three years later are told by Dr. W.D.Chesney in an article in "Mystic" Magazine 
for December, 1954. The medium for successful transmission of the message was 
Rev. Atthur Ford. 


Houdini had an obssessive drive to prove himself superior to all mediums. 
He had no moral scruples on this point. Finally, Dr. McComas of of Princeton 
University challenged Harry to reproduce all the phenomena of medium Margery 
Crandon. Harry accepted the challenge in Sept. 1926. At her next seance 
Margery was wired and taped to her chair. Her mouth was biocked by a rubber 
balloon, blown up. According to The Proceedings of the American Society for. 
Psychic Research, 1926-7, great quantities of ectoplasm were produced from 
Margery's ears, noge, nipples and genitalia. The escape artist knew very well 
that he couldn't match this performance’, Chesney writes that on Sept. 18, 1926 
Houdini wrote a letter to Dr. McComas backing out of the challenge agreement. 
later, peychic researchers caught Houdini in the act of forcing pleces of rub- 
ber eraser between the contacts of an electric switch, so that no amount of 
pressure by any hand, etheric or physical, could ring the test bell, Proof 
enough that Houdini knew the reality of the forces he was dealing with. Five 
weeks later he was doad. 


Now let us turn to the remarkable mediumship of Mrs. Wickland, wife of 
Dr. Carl A. Wickland, author of "Thirty Years Among The Dead" and the book from 
which we draw the following information, "Tho Gateway of Understanding." At 
an informal seance in the home of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle in England, some time 
after Houdini's passing, the erstwhile "magician" took temporary possession of 
` Mra. Wickland's body. 


"The. spirit complained bitterly of his dark surroundings," writes Dr. Wick- 
land, “and referred to the great mistake he had made in ridiculing paychic phe- 
nomena, which he knew to be true. 


"Asked about the code agreed upon between himself and his wife, he declared 
that in his present mental confusion he could net even recall what the code was, 
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ABOVE are two good examples of spirit photography 
by Alex Martin, of Denver, as reproduced in the 
Psychic Observer for March, 1943 a month after 
Beatrice Houdini's passing. At left, Martin photo- 
graphs Houdini (seated) and his assistant in the 
flesh, some time before Harry passed on in 1926. 
Four spirit faces show clearly in this picture. 
Some years later Martin photographed a Denver lady 
standing between two chairs, and also picked up the 
imges of eleven disembodied humans eager to register 
their faces on the sensitized plate. Harry Houdini 
shows up clearly here as the middle face at the ex- 
trem left. The Psychic Observer says that Alex Mar- 
tin was one mediumistic psychic researcher whom Hou- 
dini never criticised by written or by spoken word. 
AT RIGHT, is Associate Horace A. Cronk, 2465 Terri- 
torial Road, St. Paul 14, Minnesota, surrounded by 
seven of his spirit controls and friends. Cronk 
believes the face at top right is Conan Doyle and the 
one directly above his head is Abraham Lincoln. The 
Indian squaw at his left shoulder he identifies as 
Red Eagle. The picture was taken by Clarence Britten 
of St. Paul. In Part X of the Memoranda of the Mark 
Probert Seances there is a good description of the 
technique of spirit photography from the "other side.” 
It was at a Probert seance held on Sept. 5, 198 
that Meade Iayne asked the control Iao Tse to "say 
something about spirit photography and the nature of 
light." To which lao Tse replied that the entity "draws arowd himself a 
light curtain, which of course is made by thought” but is substantial 
enough to register ite radiance on the photographic film. 
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and thet he must first acquire more understanding of his new condition; for he 
had a great deal to learn and undo.” 


At that seance Dr. Wickland was surprised at Houdini's apparent familiarity 
with Sir Arthur, but learned later that the two men had had several discuesions 
about spirit return and that Houdini paa expressed to Doyle "a leaning toward 
the reality of spirit communication.’ 


Houdini cleared up his mental confusion by 1928, enough at least to make 
preliminary contacts with the physical world through Arthur Ford. In 1929 the 
two succeeded in bringing through Harry's widely puoliclzed code message to 
prove the truth of spirit return. Beatrice Houdini's sworn statement as to the 
undoubted accuracy of the message was released to the New York papers Jan. 9, 
1929. And then the wolves of the press descended om her in all their fury. 

AS Dong as her search for the truth of spirit return eluded her they were with 
her; when Beatrice found that truth she was a dupe, a fraud and a deceiver! 
Mrs. Houdini became the targetof the same kind of abuse and ridicule her hus- 
band had so acornfully poured out on the spiritualists while he was conducting 
his publicity-grabbing "researches !' "e 


The storm egainst Beatrice Houdini became so violent that only ten days 
after the Jan. 9th statement she had to write a long letter to Walter Winchell 
tearfully affirming that "I waa no party to any fraud. . . For two years I have 


been praying to receive the message from my husband. . . When the roal message, 
THE message that Houdini and I had agreed upon, came to me, and I accepted it 
as the truth, I was greeted with jeers, Why? . . . If anyone claims I gave the 


code (to Mr, Ford) I can only repeat they lie. Why should I want to cheat my- 
self? I do not need publicity. I have no intention of going on the stage, or, 
as some paper said, on a lecture tour, My husband made it possible for me to 
live in the greatest comfort, I do not need money . T have gotten the message 
I have been waiting for from my beloved. . 


Beatrice told Winchell that "I will fight and fight untill the breath leaves 
my body" to maintain the truth of the contact with her husband through medium 
Arthur Ford, But the campaign of abuse against her never let up. 


Meanwhile, husband Harry sought again to speak to the world through the 
trance mediumship of Mres. Wickland. This was in 1929 or 30 at Dr, Wickland's 
National Psychological Institute in Los Angeles, It was a private seance. The 
entity oceupying Mra. Wickland's body claimed to be Houdini. 


"It seers cruel that a mn in my position should have thrown aust in the 
eyes of pecple as I did, " he said. "Since my passing I have gone to many, many 
mediums but the door is closed to mê. When I was on earth I closed the door 
with double locks by ridiculing psychic phenomena and mediums. I have been able 
to open the door once or twice, but only for a little while. When I try to tell 
people of the real truth they say I am not the one I claim to be, because when 
I was on earth I did not talk that way. I ask you here to give me good thoughts, 
strength and power to undo my mistakes, I cannot progress until I have acknew- 
ledgedthe truth. TI must, I must do itt . . I found a wonderful intrument in Mr. 
Ford, I talked through him and my wife was in a receptive spirit to accept me. 

I was very happy but suddenly the door was shut, How I also wish I could say a 
few words to another very wonderful medium, Margery Crandon, I did much to harm 
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that poor woran, How she has suffered because of my antagonistic thoughts. I 
tried to upset her and once I nearly killed her, but I did not think much of 

t ab the tirs. . I lectured anê charged money -- for what? To blind the 
eyes of the people. They would pay to hear me lecture and run down poor, 
honesè wuediums, Oh, it is awful.” 


Here Houdini's agitation was so deep, Dr. Wickland writes, that he covered 
his face (Mrs. Wickland's) with his (her) hands, and the good doctor had to 
quiet him. 


"Do not carry on that way, friend, you are controlling a medium and must 
be more careful. Do not over excite yoursolf, Change your attitude and look 
for the intelligent spirits around you. Do not think of your troubles all of 
the time. Work your way out of them." 


"Bub ib is ag if I am in prison," Houdini replied, "and cannot ses anything, 


"You will see in time,” urged Dr. Wickland. "Ask the intelligent forces 
to give you strength and power to overcome so you can carry on." 


And even es the doctor said that Houdini became aware of a radiant crea- 
ture beside him, a little lady who had been a former member of Dr. Wickland's 


circle. 


"Boautiful lady, will you really help me? How beautiful your soul must be. 
You are like a transparent angeli” 


"Her mind was occupied with higher ideals while in the physical body,” ob- 
served Dr, Wickland, 


"She seems to float, not walk," said Houdini, "and here I am as heavy as 
lead." 


After more enlightening conversation around the Circle the one-time escape 
artist made this surprising admission, 


"T was a psychic and I knew it, I was helped in my work by the spirit 
forces, but more by tho materially-minded forces, those who could work magic, 
But I shut the door to the higher intelligences." 


Then came more illumination, celestial music as of great orchestras pley- 
ing, masseg of fragrant blossoms around him until the magician was lead to ex- 
claim, "Oh, how I do wish I could tell my wife that X can fee! Tt would make 
her so happy to know that I have found peace." And then he asked one thing of 
all present there at the seance, "Do not be doubting Thomases as te my identity. 
I have enough to combat now. I am Houdini. What place is tris?

"This is The National Psychological Institute in Los Angeles, established 
for regearch in normal and abnormal psychology, to ascertain the contition of 
spirits after transition,” replied Dr. Wickland,. "This is also a clearing-house 
where Intelligent spirits, in co-operation with mortals, can enlighton the per- 
plexed spirits who are often unaware of their transition.” 


"Now they tell me I must leave," said the illmmined Houdini, “but before

Dr. Wickiand writes that a report of this seance was published in an eastern 
magazine shortly thereafter and ten days later "the spirit of Houdini again con- 
trolled Mrs, Wickland .? 


"Y have come to thank you for the help you have given me. . . I thank you 
for publishing that article and letting the public know that I came back, I am 
glad it was given oub to the world that I confessed I wanted to ruin that little 
medium, Margery, who lives only for the truth and sacrifices her life to demon- 


strate her work," 
HOUDINI A REAL MAGIC IAN? 


"Many believed that you were a wonderful medium yourself," observed Dr. 
Wickland, "and that spirits helped you in your work, Is that correct?" 


"Yes, but I would not acknowledge it. Whenever I was going to do something 
spectacular, if I did not hear a voice telling me to go ahead I did not dare go 
on, Many timsa I did not perform my tricks because I did not hear the voice, 
When I heard it I lmew that everything was all right. I cannot tell you exactly 
how I did my tricks because I didnot know myself. I was in a semi-trance when 
all that took place." 


A sitter in the Circle asked, "I should like to know row you got ovt of the 
tank of water and came upon the stage from the front? I claim that could not 
have been done without spirit agencies ." 


"I do not even know myself how it was done. When I was in the tank of water 
I could hear the voices talking but I could not hear what was said. Up to a cer- 
tain point I was myself, but not after that. From the time I was tied and locked 
up until I was free I did not know what took place. But I could not heve told 
that. Pwople would have wondered what was the matter with me, and that is the 
Yeason I didn't dare say anything. I wanted them to think I was doing the tricks 
myself, but the spirits were the ones who acted through im." 


"You are making progress now, are you not?” asked Dr. Wickland. 


"Yea, I have progressed far enough to give enlightenment to some and I do 
all I can to help the unfortunate ones. I have certain duties to perform to 
help others before I can progress to new development. I am happy but in a way 
I am restricted because I have to find those who are in trouble and help them 
and give them strength. I do work now that I should have done in earth life! 

If I had stood for the truth and given credit to spirit powér, the world would 
have been more enlightened, because the spirits did wonderful things through ms." 


"Have you contacted the spirit of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle?" 
"Yes, and I have also asked him to forgive me. I said many unkind things ~ 
about him, I was down on al) Psychic Research and on avery good medium. If I 


had happened to imow you, Dr. Wickiland, and your wife, you would also have gotten 
something. Those who escaped only did so because they had not come under my 
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notico, I thought I knew it all ond thet thoro was nething moro to learn. . . 
When you feel you know ovorything and ccndorm ovorybody and have tho idoa that 


you are tho only onc, it lo vory bad. . . I am moro than glad that tho world 


knows I camo back and have asked to bo forgivon. That moans moro to mo than 
I can oxplain. I thank you for the light you gave mo, . „ ” 


MRS , HOUDINI CHANGES HER MIND 


Harry would havo nood of all tho light ho could got in tho years to como; 
for, under the pressure of the press and of public opinion, his wife Beatrice 
was to revorse herself almost completely on tho pious vow she had made to 
Walter Wincnell in 1929. A group of swindlera got her to lend hor name and 
influenco to the production of a motion picture, "Religious Racketeors," de- 
signed to carry on her late husband's rushleas crusade against Spiritualism, 
The film had its premiore in Buffalo in 1938 but when theatre owners were shown 
Mrs. Hovdinits sworn statement of tho truth of spirit contact tho bookings 
were cancelled, in that part of the country at least. 


One can readily imagine Houdini's egonies of remorse in the Astral world 
as he observed or sensed his wife's apostasy. Until her passing on Fob. 18, 
1943 her heart and mind were eet against her husband and all he was txying to 
do from the “other side.” Tm his lifetime he had comnitted tne "“wpardonabie 
sin" of donying the existence and the help of the Spirits who worked with him, 
Now, when he hungered for recognition from the one who was closest to hin, 
+ was denied him, Refer to Mathew 12: 31, 32. 


In the mass of Houdini material loaned to ma by Reverend Cronk is an AP 
article from the St. Paul "Pioneer Press" for Oct. 26, 1947. The article is 
a reviow of the Houdini legend up to that time and it contains this revealing 
paragraph: "Just before she (Mrs. Houdini) died in 1943 she said she had re- 
nounced her faith inv comm»nication after coath, and said she still didn't be- 
lieve anyone could return from the dead. 'I wlll not come back,* she added, 
feven if I had the power," 


But at that time her late husband -- or an entity who identified himself 
as such =- was “coming back" again and again to a series of seances held by 
Reverend Cronk in St. Paul. The naterializing medium was Mea, Gathany. Though 
his seance work started earlier in World War IT, Cronk didn't start keeping 
notes of phenomena, conversations, etc. until late in 163. Houdini appeared 
and spoke at the St. Paul seances in February, 1943; one on February 17th, the 
day before Mrs, Houdini's passing. Cronk remembers this because he planned to 
write to Mes. Houdini the next dey. He had her address from an article in the 


paper, but lt was too late. 

“Houdini came in after hez death," says Cronk, "and told us the two of them 
had ust and were going to England." 

Then on October 28th hereturned again to the Gathany-Cronk seances in St. 
Paul, the thirty-ninth of forty-five different personalities who manifested 


that night. Houdini was greatly disturbed over the critical ang antagonistic 
spiritual researches of a certain professor in the eastern United States, 


"He is hindering my progression," complained Houdini, “but I have forgiven 
him. We are guaranteed freedom of religion and yet the law permits this pro- 
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fessor to attack a religion. He hasn't mace much attempt to find demonstrations 

in the light by mediums, escpecially the annual conclaves et the better sumer 
camps. So many phases of the work are demonstrated there that if he had a 
“brain at all he couldn't help but learn of the higher life of the spirit." 

Houdini 
Cronk says that as in previous geances/again apologized “as he must at 

every seance on tnis earth as well as on planes earth little knows of" for his 
own wilfull attacks on mediums while in the flesh. Perhaps, because of this 
karmic burden j “was especially sensitive to any and every public criticism of 
spiritualism, Kate Smith muss have voicedeuch an attitude on her national 
radio program about that time, and also a man to whom Houdini asked Cronk to 
write a letter of reproof, 


On March 6, 1944 Houdini came through as the ninth of forty-seven who 
spoke that night, according to Cronk's records. 


"T have explainod how I has asked for forgiveness for the conduct of my 
earthly life while I was with you. Kate Smith should realize that in this 
country we have the right to worship as we please. Tb doesn't do us any good 
in the spirit world, as we feel the repercussions of her remarks, The things 
that eastern professor said about me caused me quite a setback in my progres- 
gion, We need all the spiritual help we can get from the Church, the Jews, or 
wherever it can be gotten." 


At a private seance on March 13th he was speaker number twelve of the 
twenty who came through and spoko appreciatively cf Reverend Crenk's efforts. 


"T want to tell you that you are progressing. The fellow on the radio you 
wrote to, I want to thank you for writing my wishes to him. He received so 
much mail that I guess he begins to realize there are more spiritualists in the 
world tnan he thought! He hasn't shown up on the program again, It took him 
down a peg or two, alright. It's too bad that Kate Smith spoke as she did. 

She is intelligent enough to know better, What I did waa against my better 
judgement.
